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The Different. Treaties 
Arranged Between 
Canadian Govern- 
ment and the Indians.

The different treaties arranged 
between the government of Can- 
ada and the Canadian Indians 
make interesting study. 

Liberal Terms 

In reading these treaties one 
cannot but admire the evident 
intention ‘on the part of the gov- 
ernment, as represented by the 
different treaty commissioners to 
3 deed generously, even bountifully; 
| with the red men, who; in enter- 
| ing into the agreements made 
| ‘ from time to time, relinguished 
) any rights they may have had’ in 

the soil, thus opening 
world for settlement and ‘cultiva- 
tion by the people who have 
come from Britain and __ over- 
crowded Europe to find homes 
with us. 

In his long report to the Gov- 
ernor-' on these treaties, 
Lieut.-Governor Morris pointed 
out that the provisions of these 
agreements must be rap kg out 
with the utmost good faith and 
with the nicest exactness by the 
government. He emphasized the 
importance of a- judicious selec- 
tion of agents and farm instruc- 
tors, with. the additional aid of 
well selected carpenters and 
school teachers. He looked for- 
ward to seeing the Indians become 
faithful allies of the Crown and 
a gradually increasing and self- 

. supporting people. 

It was only to be expected that 
in the subsequent years the terms 
of the treaties would be a subject 
for frequent discussion — 


appointed to administer and man- 
age their affairs. : 

As the years passed by there 
were not a few who contended 
that many things promised by the 
treaty commissioner through offi- 
cial interpreters, had not been 
given to them, 

Nor was it a source of satisfac- 
tion'to the Indian to be asked to 
produce his treaty parchment and 
compare the things there enumer- 
ated with those he had actually 
received, because he thus found 

: 0 promise faithfully perform- 


There were among the In- 
dians those who had been pres- 
ent at the treaty-making and who 
claimed that the interpreters had 
referred to many things not men- 
tioned in : 
They did not. hesitate to say tha 
the interpreters had delikerately 
lied to them. 

' During the later 80's one of 
these interpreters suffered from 
paralysis of his tongue from 
which he never recovered, and 
this was quickly seized upon by 
the Indians as confirmation of 
their contention, considering his 
affliction as a punishment for his, 
falsehoods. 

‘In his conferences with his 

. agent or other officials, there was 
perhaps nothing to which the In- 
dian made more constant. refer- 
ence than an alleged promise that 
the would receive payment for 
anything taken from his reserve 
by the white man, or for his use. 
This claim was recognized gen- 
erously but at times led to amus- 
ing and often embarrassing cir- 
cumstances.

After some inquiry by 
the interpreter, an old Indian 
named ‘“‘Spirit Bird’’ approached 
the agent, Mr. P. J. Williams, and 
var ceremoniously shook hands 
with him. 

After a long harrangue he fin- 
ally charged that white men were 
taking the Indians’ property with- 
out payment. Urged for some 
definite information he laid the 
formal complaint that on the 
previous day: nday — three 
turnips had been taken from his 
garden for the painters’ dinner. 

The Indians were evidently tak- 
matter very seriously so 
that the agent must do likewise. 

Mr. Painter, who was half a 
mile away, was promptly sent 
for and told of his sin. 

The warlike dress and attitude 
of the Indians evidently had its 
effect on the painter, who not 
only frankly acknowledged his 
act, but offered to settle for such 
charge as the Indians might be 
pleased to name.

feeli between the white man 
and the red, “Spirit Bird” gave a 
‘short address, concluding with 
an>expression of his pleasure that 
‘the painter was in a paying mood. 
‘When my good brother, Pia- 
ot,’ missed some building logs 
from his reserve.and found them 


trouble to the judge, who ordered 
a payment of one dollar for each 
log. I am ready to settle on the 
same terms—one dollar for each 
turnip.”’. Payment on this basis 
was promptly made. 


A Liberal Parliament — 


Following the rebellion of 
1885 the opposition in the Do- 
minion eet insisted that a 
more progressive policy should be 
followed in dealing with the west- 


ern Indian. 

The. result was that Parliament 
was asked for, and voted, mil- 
lions of money for this purpose, 
during subsequent sessions. 

In return for these lavish ex- 
penditures a departmental polic 
was inaugurated at Ottawa whi 
aimed at o in a measure, 
this heavy drain on public funds, 
by requiring the Indians to supply, 
without charge, such quantities of 
hay and wood and er com- 
modities as might be required at 

Protests, loud and lasting, were 
made by our File Hills wards. 
Again and again they emphasized

Answer: The bee's humming is 
made by its wings when it flies. 
The noise is not made by its voice 
box as when we sing, for the bee 
has no voice box. Its wings, 
very quickly—a 
bird would “hum” when flying if 
its wings moved quickly enough, 
If the waves in the ait are too slow 
as when we wave a stick, or a bird 
flaps its wings, we hear nothing. 
If they aré too fast, as in the case 
of some insects and in other cases, 
like’the scream of the bat, we 
cannot hear them; thus there are 
many sounds which. we cannot 
hear and many colors we cannot 
see. But the vibrations in the air 
made by the bee's wings are of a 
rate that is within the range of our 
hearing—if the bee is near enough 
—and so we hear a humming. 


JACK SYMONDS 


There used to be an old time frontiersman around Fort Mc- 
Leod called Jack Symonds. He had, we think, at one time, been, 
in the North West Mounted Police, and afterwards followed the * 
vocation ‘ofa cow puncher. He is said to have been a little bit 
under a cloud at the time of the South African war, but he came 
in from some remote part of the range and joined up with Strath- 
cona’s Horse... He was a first class fighting man and soon became ’ 
a sergeant. He was a story teller of parts, and on his return from 
the war had some interesting tales to relate. He foregathered 
with Mr.-John Hawkes, present provincial librarian of Saskatche- 
wan in Calgary and told the following incident:

“A party of Strathcona’s Horse was on patrol duty. They 
rode up to a Boer farm house, on which a white flag was display- 
‘ed. As they were dismounting a volley was fired from the win- 
dows and the leader of the party fell from his horse, shot through 
the head. Symonds in his capacity of sergeant, took command of 
the party. A temporary retreat was ordered and then the Boer 
house was beset in the approved mounted infantry manner. It 
was eventually carried by assault without further casualties and 
séven Boers with arms in their hands were captured. According 
to Symonds’ story he inimediately proceeded to execute sum- 
mary justice upon them for their breach of the amenities of civi- 
lized warfare. A stunted tree was found growing near by. Hal- 
ter shanks were requisitioned and five Boers were already sus- 
pended from the limbs when a British patrol appeared on the 
scene to the immense relief of the wto Boers who were still wait- 
ing to be hanged. 


Question: Why does a noise 
break a window? 

Answer: A noise is an irregu- 
lar wave of air—which is a real 
thing, and has weight and power, 
therefore a wave of air may break 
a window exactly as the wave in 
the sea will break a breakwater, 
though the wave can only do this 
when it is very strong. Every 
time a noise gets through a shut 
window it shakes the window. If 
the noise is coming from the street 
the air outside is thrown into 
waves which pass through it until 
they strike the window and shake 
it; then the window shakes the air 
inside the room in exactly the 
same way as the air outside shook 
it, only not perhaps so strongly. 
And so the noise reaches you just 
as if. you had heard it outside, 
though not so loud. The noise 
only has to be loud enough to 
shake the window more than it 
can stand and then it breaks.

There wasa popular character of fiction figuring then 
in one of Yhe best known magazines under the name of Captain 
Kettle, and it must be confessed that Mr. Hawkes did not look 
unlike his picture.

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OPPORTUNITY FOR NIGHT SCHOOL. 

On different occasions in the past we have heard young 
men and ladies engaged in different occupations in town, express 
the wish that they had the opportunity of attending night school. 
This opportunity is now at hand and whether or not it can be 
worked out successfully depends largely on the interest taken in it 
by those concerned. Both the local School Board and the Depart- 
ment of Education are willing and ready to do their part, finan- 
cially and otherwise, if they get the necessary co-operation. 

Naturally there is considerable expense in carrying out 
this project, but since the government agrees to pay fifty per 
cent. of this expense, it can readily be seen that the tuition fee 
will be very small f6r those who wish to take advantage of the 
opportunity. 

There are sometimes those engaged in all kinds of trades 
who, after getting proficient in their hand work, find themselves 
considerably handicapped and their advancement retarded  be- 
cause of their lack of knowledge in some particular branch of 
what is known as a common school education. In thousands of 
cases this handicap has been overcome by both men and ladies 
who have taken advantage of night schools. 


LOOK AFTER THE ROOTS. 


On several occasions in the past thousands of dollars have |: 


been lost to both farmers and town gardeners alike because of the 
lack of proper attention to potatoes and other roots at this season 
of the year. Almost every year acre after acre of these import- 
ant food stuffs are left in the ground to rot because they have not 
been attended to before the heavy frosts came. This meant a 
scarcity on the market later on and, as a result, soaring of prices 
in these lines, 

The increase in the cost of foodstuffs has one certain effect 
upon every other commodity on the market. That is, it auto- 
matically increases prices all around the circle. The same is true 
no matter at what point of the circle the price raising commences. 
Thus it may be seen that the failure to give the proper attention 
to all kinds of garden stuffs at this season of the year has playcd 
an important part in contributing to the much talked of “high 
cost of living.” For this reason every effort should be made to 
conserve every pound of food stuff now in the ground, 


ADVISES SHIPPING GRAIN. 

Information has been received by the Department of Agri- 
culture from the Canadian Pacific Railway that this company has 
a large surplus of cars awaiting loading and in view of the heavy 
crop of grain to be shipped, there is a prospect of a car shortage 
later on in the season. 

The Department therefore urges farmers and grain firms 
to ship as much grain as possible to the head of the lakes during 
the present month, In doing this the Department is not in any 
way advising people to sell their grain at the present time, as this 
is a matter which each man must decide for himself,

Financial Panic in Boston 

Uneasiness in Boston over local 
banking conditions recently caused 
runs on some institutions, with the re- 
sult that the Tremont Trust Company, 
the Fidelity Company and the Dor- 
chester Trust Company invoked the 
law which makes it possible to require 
90 days’ notice of withdrawals from 
the savings department, in order to 
stop the rush on the deposits.

} fall took the trail to the Lesser 
Slave Lake from Edmonton. In 
those days there was little or no 
settlement in the north. country 
and for a time the wayfarers dis- 
appeared as completely as though 
swallowed up by the wilderness. 
Late in va when the ice was 
already beginning to form on the 
edges of the sloughs and _ lakes, 
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and there was the tang 
proaching winter in the air, 


A Strange Dream 

There was a remarkable and 
tragic incident in connection with 
this affair. The murder was prov- 
ed to have taken place on the 18th 
September, 1904, and on_ that 
game night Henry Hayward, the 
brother of the murdered man had 
a dream which he described the 
next morning to_the members of 
his family as being vivid and teal- 
istic. e had a vision of the 
north country and saw his broth- 
er and another man sitting around 
the fire. He saw his brother shot 
and his remains. cremated. The 
features of the murderer were in- 
delibly impressed upon his mind 
and he afterwards identified the 
picture of King. This dream took 
place long before any word was 


received by the police of the 
tragedy.
